The first jail delivery in the history 
the new county Jail occurred last 
ni^ht when four prisoners escaped, in­ 
cluding' Alexander McDonald, held for 
trial on complaint of commltinfir a mur­ 
derous assault upon M. A. Jennings, a 
Big Four brakeman, two months ago. 


he other prisoners who gained their 
freedom were Lewis Ake, Otis Bently 
and Frank Roby, charged with grand 
arceny, and all were awaiting trial in 
the circuit court. 


The mep escaped by sawing a hole 
through a cell in the upper part of the 
all and removing the bars from a win­ 
dow off the outside corridor. They 
then lowered themselves to the ground 
by a rope of blankets, and left the city 
presumably over the Vandalla limited 
passenger train at 3 o’clock this morn- 
ng. Chief Stuckey received a message 
Tom South Bend this morning which 
stated that McDonald had been seen 
there.

During the absence of Turnkey Lynn 
erguson at Paw Paw lake yesterday 
his father, Sheriff Ferguson, attended 
to the turnkey’s duties last night. At 
9:IiO the sheriff entered the jail to lock 
the prisoners in the cells which is done 
by a lever operated in the corridor. 
The door of the cell must be closed 
tightly or the great leaf of steel that 
fastens It will slide to its lodging place 
on the inside of the door, baying no ef­ 
fect on Its opening. 


Cell No. I was occupied by Otis Bent- 
ey and Frank Roby and No. « by Alex­ 
ander McDonald and Lewis Ake. The 
nmates of these cells had the plan of 
escape well formed. They knew by 
pulling the doors of their cells just far 
enough shut to glvp the appearance of 
being entirely closed and yet far enough 
open to escape being locked by the 
steel slide their scheme would be a suc­ 
cess. Thus when tne sheriff lowered 
the lever that locked the cells Nos. 1 
and* 6 remained open. John Moore, 
serving a sentence of 60 days for lar­ 
ceny was in the conspiracy but his ceil 
door was not in the proper position and 
when the lever fell he was locked In as 
were all the remaining prisoners ex­ 
cept, McDonald, Ake, Bentley and 
Roby. Having closed, as he supposed, 
every cell upstairs the sheriff descended 
to the first floor and there went through 
the same performance. 


The prisoners reached the outside cor­ 
ridor through cell No. 6, occupied by 
McDonald and Ake. It Is located in 
the northeast corner of the building. 
Cell No. 1, where ^oby and Bently 
were confined, Is the south cell of a 
tier of four on the west side of the 
building. As soon as all was quiet the 
four men assembled In McDonald’s cell 
where the sawlni? operation was begun. 
The work was executed with a machin­ 
ist’s hack saw about a foot long, which, 
together with four blades, was found In 
the deserted ceil this morning. One 
blade was broken In the operation and 
the pieces were found on the cell floor. 
The saw Is so constructed that the 
blade can be removed an 1 a new one 
inserted. The four blades were all dull 
Indicating they had all been used. The 
hole in the cell was cut about two feet 
from the floor on the south side. Four 
Iron bars one half Inch thick and two 
Inches wide were sawed through twice, 
above and below, making an aperature 
12x14 inches. 


Having reached the outside corridor 
the prisoners went to a window on the 
nortn side of the jail and there sawec 
off two steel bars an Inch In diameter 
Here the process was easier. The bars 
were sawed close to a cross section 16 
inches from the sill of the window an( 
then pulled out. The sill is coverec 
with drops of blood, indicating that one 
or more of the men were injured dur 
ing the work. The removal of the 
sawed bars In the window left a hole 
12x16 inches, and McDonald being 
large man, must have encountered 
some difficulty in getting through 
Having sawed their way through to the 
outside the men made a rope of the 
blankets in .their cells and by this 
means 
lowered themselves to the 
ground.

Her husband 
now at Dawson City and she return­ 
ed on the steamer Portland which re­ 
cently brouerht the large cargo of gold 


1 rom the north. Speaking of the Klon­ 
dike Mrs. Ga^e said to a Times-Herald 
reporter: 
' . 


“Mr. Phiscater and Mr. Berry were 
the Portland—the 
ship which 
brought the %l,0(^5,000 cargo of yellow 
metal into Seattle. It is not likely 
that one man in fiftj’» could picture 
these two men as they are. The usual 
thing would be to have them half-sav­ 
age, uncouth and hardened by a long 
season away from men and the world. 
This sort of description would not lit 
ither 
in the slightest 
particular, 
hey are both modest, decidedly bash­ 
ful and lack all the traits which the 
tenderfoot gives to the real miner. 
They have no boastings to make—and 
this in face of the fact that it is more 
than likely tfie next year will prove 
they are among the richest men In this 
country. 


It Is evident from the conversation 
that I had with Mr. Berry and Mr. 
?*hiscater that gold is going to be dug 
n Alaska in almost unlimited quanti- 
es. 
They were both a year in the 
center of the gold field—that is, the 
center as it exists today. 
They were 
positive that the claims that had been 
staked out were only a small fraction 
of the claims that were going to pay 
big money. 
The i^rospectors in the 
district have not failed to find paying 
dirt in a single s{^t where a good 
search has been maae.

would follow at once a wild rush. In 
this way sites that paid moderately 
were passed in the search of others that 
would banish ¡joverty in a month. The 
two kings of the region were wise 
enough.to profit by the craze which 
carried the men along and they bought 
claim after claim along the i^nanza 
and the Eldorado. 1 do not think any 
man on earth can guess how much these 
men are worth today. They would be 
millionaires to stay at home the bal­ 
ance of their lives.

The most of this evil Is unadvertised. The 
eommunity doM not hinr of It. 
Men de- 
frauded In gaming establlshmente are not 
fools enough to tell of It. Once In awhile, 
however, there Is an exposure, as when In 
Boston the police swooped upon a gaming 
establlshmenl and found In It .lie r^re< 
aentatlves of all clasaes of eltliena from 
the flrst mwchants on State street to the 
low Ann street gambler; as when Bul­ 
lock, the cashier of thte Central Railroad of 
O e o i^ , was found to have stolen $108,000 
for the purpose of oan^lng on gaming 
praetloes; aa when a young man In one of 
the savings banks of Brooklyn many 
years ago was found to have stolen $40,000 
to carry on gaming practlcM; as when a 
man connected with a Wall street Insur­ 
ance oompany was found to have stolen 
$180,000 to carry on his gaming practleea, 
but that Is exceptional. 


St«ek CtembUag. 


Generally the money leaka silently from 
the merchant’s till Into the gamester’s 
wallet. 1 believe that one of the main 
pipes leading to this sewer of Iniquity la 
the exoltement of business life. la It not 
a slignlfleant fact that the majority of tho 
day gambling houaea in New York are In 
proximity to Wall atreetf Men go Into the 
excitement of stock gambling,' and from 
that they plunge into the gambling houses, 
as, when men are Intoxicated, they go Into 
a liquor saloon to get more drink. 
The 
agitation that Is witnessed In the stock 
market when the chair announces the word 
or “ Fort Wayne” or 
Rock Islandf’or “ New York Centrol,” 
and the rat, tat, tat, of the auctioneer’s bnin- 
mer, and the excitement of making “ cor­ 
ners,” and getting up “ pools,” and “ corry- 
Ing stock,” and a “ break” from 80 to 70. 
and the excitement of rushing around in 
curbstone brokerage, and the sudden cries 
of “ Buyer three!” “ Buyer ten!” “ Take 
*eml” “ Bow manyf” and the making or 
losing of $10,000 by one operation, unfits 
a man to go home, and so he goes up the 
flight of stairs, amid business offices, to 
the darkly curtained, wooden shuttei«d 
room, gayly furnished Inside and takes his 
place at the roulette or the faro table. But 
I cannot tell all the process by which men 
get into this evil. 
A man went to New 
Ywk. He waa a western merchant. 
He 
went Into a gaming house on Park place. 
Before morning he had lost all his money 
save $1, and he moved around about with 
that dollar In hla hand, and after awhile, 
caught still more powerfully under the In­ 
fernal Infatuation, he came up and put 
down the dollar and cried out until they 
heard him through the saloon, “ One thou­ 
sand miles from home, and my last dollar 
on the gaming table!” 


Tiatt Uk m OMBblliig Den. 


Many years ago for sernionlc purposes 
and In company with the chief of police of 
New York I visited one of the most bril­ 
liant gambling houses in that city. 
It 
was night, and as we came up In front all 
seemed dark. 
The blinds were down, the 
door was guarded, but after a whispering 
of tiie officer with the guard at the door 
wo were admitted into the hall, and thenoe 
Into the parlors, around one table finding 
eight or ten men In midlife, well dressed, 
all the work going on In silenoe save the 
noise of the rattling “ chips” on the gam­ 
ing table in one parlor and the revolving 
baU of the roulette table in the other par­ 
lor. 
Som^ of these men, we were told, 
Iittd served terms in prison ; some werò 
shipwrecked bankers and brokers and 
money dealers, and some were going their 
Qrst rounds of vice, but ail Intent upon 
the table as large or small fortunes moved 
up and down before them. 
Oh. there was 
s^iimething awfully solemn in the silence, 
the intense gaze, tho suppressed emotions 
of tho players. Nopne looked up. They ail 
had money In the rapids, and I have no 
doubt some saw as they sat there horses and 
oarriages and houses and lands and home 
and family rushing down into the vortex. 
^ luan's life would not have been worth a 
fai^hing in that presence, had ho not been 
accompanied by the police, if he had been 
supposed to be on a Christian errand of 
observation. 
Some of these men went by 
private key, some went in bjr careful in 
troduetion, some were taken in by the 
patrons of the establishment. 
The officer 
of the law told me, “ None gets In here ex 
cept by police mandate or by some letter 
of a patron.” 


While we were there a young man came 
In, put his money down on the roulette 
table and lost; put more money down on 
the roulette table and lost; put more 
money down on the roiilette table and lost. 
Then feeling in his pockets for more 
money, finding none, in severe siioneo he 
turuod his buck upon the scene and passed 
out. 
While we stood there men lost their 
property and lost their souls. 


Oh, merciless place! Not once in all the 
history of that gaming house hqs there 
i)^n one word of sympathy uttered for the 
losers at the game. 
Sir Horace Walpole 
■ aid that a man dropped dead in one of the 
elubhouses of Iiondon. 
His body was car­ 
ried into the clubhouse and the members of 
the eiub began immediately to bet as to 
whether he were dead or alive, and when 
It was proposed to test the matter by 
bleeding him it was only hindered by the 
suggestion that it would bo unfair to some 
of the players.

Dlsgiey*s Ralies the Bates 14.86 Per Centi 
—What the Speeches Cost. 


Washington, Aug. 2.—The bureau of 
statistics, 
treasury department, 
has 
prepared a statement showing the esti­ 
mated loss of revenue to the govern­ 
ment on account of increased Imports 
during the months of March, April, May 
and June, 1897, In anticipation of the 
Increased dutlës Imposed by the new 
tariff act. 
The aggregate net loss Is 
estimated at $32,666,427. 


The comparison of the present tariff 
law with the Wilson act, authorised 
by congress, has been completed. 
It 
was made by Charles H. Evans, who 
has been engaged in some capacity in 
the preparation of all the tariff bills 
with which congress has dealt since 1872. 
The comparison Is made in rates ex­ 
pressed In ad valorem terms between 
the present law and the Wilson 
law. 
The statement places the average duty 
rate under the new law at 54.66 per 
cent, ad valorem, as against an aver­ 
age of 40.10 under the Wilson law, the 
averages being figured upon the basis 
of values in 18^.

Tobacco dealers advertise that on a 
certain day they will put money into thoir 
papers, so that the purchaser of this tobacco 
In Cincinnati or Now York may unexpect* 
ediy come upon a magnlflcent gratuity. 
Boys hawking through the oars packages 
containing ikobody knows what until you 
open them and lliici they contain nothing. 
Christian men with pictures on their wall 
gotten in a lottery, and tho brain of com­ 
munity taxed to find out some new way of 
getting things without paying for them. 
Ob, young men, these are the threads that 
make the cart rope, and when a young 
man consents to these practices he is being 
bound hand and foot by a liabit which has 
already destroyed “ a great multitudo that 
no man can nunibcr.” 
Sometimes these 
gift enterprii^es are carried on in tiie name 
of charity, and some of you remember at 
the close of our civil war how many gift 
enterprises were on foot, tho proceeds to go 
to tlie orphans and widows of the soldiers 
and sailors.
